Origin of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 



Although the name of the Smith- 
sonian Institution is a common 
household word in America, and 
millions of persons have visited the 
great building in Washington where 
are stored the contributions of 
once which have been gathered 
under its auspices, few understand 
the real relation of the institution 
to the national govei nnient. Most 
persons believe that it is part of the 

government 

The Smithsonian Institution, 
-ays the Washington ZVmes, oc- 
cupies a peculiar 1 elation to this 
government. It Is a part of it and 
yet it is not a part. Its moneys are 
in the United States treasury, and 
can be used only on appropriation 
by Congress, and yet this money 
does not belong lo the government. 
It is to the government only as the 
money of a ward is to a guardian, 

.lames Sniithson, who contributed 
the bulk of the fund in Ihe hands of 
the Institution, was an Englishman, 
the son o\' a peer of the realm. He 
was a man who could trace his 
ccstry back to royal blood, lie 
never visited America, and was 
never known to have any particu- 
lar partiality for America until he 
w i-ote his will in ,ud when 

(ley opened his will, this is what 
they lead : 

" I bequeath the whole of my pro- 
perly to the United Stall's of Aineri- 
10 found at Washington, under 
Ihe name of Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, an establishment for the In- 

orease and diffusion of knowledge 

among men." 

This properly amounted to about 
$50i ttlob was in that da\ 



princely fortune. Six years after 
his death, the United States lega- 
tion al London was informed that 
there was about $500,000 in Ihe pos- 
session of the adjutant general of 
the British court of chancery await- 
Ing claimant. 

Immediately there arose in Ameri- 
ca all kinds of opposition to the ac- 
ceptance of the money. John C. 
Calhoun and William Q, Preston 
urged with all the lire of theii elo- 
quence (hat it was beneath the 
dignity of this government to accept 
such a gift. But John Qoiacy 
Adams and others prevailed, and 
Richard Rush was sent to England 
to prosecute the claim of this 
government. 

He was SUCOessfnl, and on Sep- 
tember 1st, 1838, the money was 
delivered at the mint in Philadel- 
phia in the shape of 104,900 gold 
sovereigns, which were minted over 
into $508, HIS 4(i in American 
money. 

This sum by careful management 
and by additions from other chari- 
table inclined persons has now 
become about $1,000,000, which the 
government keeps and pays Interest 
upon for ihe maintenance of the 
institution. 

For the Bret eight years the 
money lay in ihe trcasuiv while 
plans were being formulated for the 
permanent establishment described 
by Sniithson in his will. Thousands 
ol letters were received, and th, 
were schemes enough proposed to 
bankrupt several governments. 
Congressmen debated over (his fund 
repeatedly and hundreds of p. 1: 
of ihe I Norud (ilobe wi 

given up to it. 

The institution has been worked 
out on such broad lines as to be one 
of the greatest forces in scientific 
r esea rch in the world. 

The board of regents is composed 
of the Y ice- President of the United 
States, the Chief Justice of the 
fJnited states, three l . S. Senators, 
three Representatives and six citi- 
zens of the Hutted States at large. 

The national museum, weather 
bureau, the zoological park at 
Washington, the fisheries bureau, 
and the astrophysical observatory, 
have been developed by the insti- 
tution. 

The objects of the institution, as 
described by its first secretary, 
Joseph Henry, have been adhered 
lo through Ihe yean of its existence. 
They are to increase knowledge by 
oiginal investigations and study, 
cither in science ol literature, ami 
to diffuse knowledge not only 
through the United Stales, but 
everywhere, especially by promoting 
an Interchange of thought among 
those prominent in learning in all 
nations. No restriction is made iu 
favor of any one branch of 
knowledge. 

To assist men of science in 
making original researches, to 
publish them iu a series of volumes 
and to give a copy of them to e\. 
first class library in the world. 

Books, laboratory accommodations 
and apparatus have been supplied 
to thousands of investigators 

throughout the United St., 



New York's new $6,000,000 post 
Office building, a massive pile of 
pink granite five stories in height 
and two blocks long, facing the 
rear of the Pennsylvania station, is 
the greatest building of its kind in 
the world. From the curb to the 
topmost piece of granite is 101 feet. 
There are 165,000 cubic feel of 
granite, 18,000 tons of steel, 7,01 
luicks and 300,000 square f< 
of glass in the building. The main 
corridor, corresponding iu length to 
the outside colonnade, is a combina- 
tion of buff marble, while pla.- 
and glass, two stories high, M feet 
wide and 880 feet long.

Dr. brands I). Clarke, venerable 
.erintendent of the Midi 

for the Deaf, and Grand 
Michigan Grand 
Lodge, died suddenly 

at 5 o'clock yesterday morning at 
his home, at the State Institution, 
.Vest Court Street. Death was 
due to heart trouble. He was taken 
ill a rday night. 

Dr. Clarke had been in 
health al t spring, a 

number of the pupils of the deaf 
school {were afflicted with whoop- 
ing cough. At that time Dr. Clarke 
had a cough similar to that of the 
children. His physician res 
mended out-door exercise, and Dr. 
Clarke seemed to recover quickly, 
though he was bothered with the 
com ome little time. [I 



He returned home and spent the 
evening with his family. About 9 
o'clock he complained of pains 
through the chest in the region of 
his heart, Mrs. Clarke became wor- 
ried and called Dr. H. 15. Miner, the 
family physician. The doctor gave 
some medicine which seemed to re- 
lieve the patient. Dr. Clarke slept 
until 4 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when he awakened and again com- 
plained of pains about his heart. 
Dr. Miner was summoned and gave 
some quieting medicine. Dr. Clarke 
went to sleep after a time, and the 
light in his room was turned out, 
Dr. Miner and the family were in 
another room talking about 15 
minutes later, when the doctor heard 
the patient gasping for breath. 
went into the bedroom and found 
that Dr. Clarke had passed away. 

" HA it: 

On Tuesday, August 12th, this 
year, Dr. Clarke spent what he term- 
ed during an address to be " the 
happiest day of his life." As head 
of the Michigan Grand Dodge he 
laid the cornerstone of the new 
$167,000 administration and dormi- 
tory building which will replace the 
structure destroyed by fire, in May, 
1912. At that time Dr. Clarke was 
honored by boih his brothers of the 
Masonic fraternity and the citizens 
of the State who turned out in large 
numbers. He was lauded in several 
speeches for his work at the school. 
He had spent many months with the 
trustees in making plans for the 
structure. 

Dr. Clarke had been head of the 
Michigan School for the Deaf for 
last 21 years. During that time he 
had gained a record as a leader of 
of the teachers of the deaf in the 
United States. He had been called 
upon to lecture before teachers of 
the deaf all over the country. He 
belonged to the two national or 
ganizations of teachers of the deaf, 
the "Conference of Principals and 
Superintendents of Schools for the 
Deaf," and "Convention of Teachers 
of the Deaf." He was chairman of 
the conference for three years and 
president of the convention for the 
same length of time. 

In 1900 he was honored by 
laudet College, Washington, D. C, 
when the title he bore was bestowed 
upon him. During that same year 
he wrote and published in book 
form a series of papers he had de- 
livered to pupils he had trained. 
The book, entitled " Methods | 
in the Michigan School for the 
Deaf," has gained wide circulation 
and is to-day in use in practically 
every school for the deaf in the 
world."

as one of the mast valued members 
of the staff of the New York School. 
He was then called to the growing 
school at Little Rock, Ark., where 
nt the briefest period of his 
service, but left his unmistakable^ 
stamp in the advancement of the 
school and in his impress on those 
sent forth from it.

Aftermath of the Convention. 

Everybody remarked that it was 
the longest convention they ever at- 
tended. It occupied fully eight days 
and was crowded with varied and in 
teresting incidents of which the offi- 
cial reports in the JoURHAl. could 
give but a faint outline. It was also 
marked by a Titan struggle for con- 
trol of the Association by two o\ 
ing forces, led by " the most gigan- 
tic" intellects of the whole country, 
though it was not apparent on the 
surface, for the proceedings were 
remarkable for punctilious courtesy 
between opponents, who at swords' 
points used the most polished weap- 
ons of parliamentary warfare for of- 
fense and defense. Those who ex- 
pected an open rupture between the 
leaders of the factions, and freely 
predicted "a rough house," were 
very much disappointed, for the tem- 
per of the convention was such at 
the start as to frown upon any vio- 
lent proceedings. The meeting was 
a gathering of the test-educated and 
most refined people of the whole 
class, in which teachers, graduates of 
llaiidet College, businessmen, and 
others of character and ability, were 
prominent and regularly in atten- 
dance at the business meetings in 
spite of the social attractions and 
other diversions of the convention. 

A moderate estimate placed the 
number in attendance at .500 to 
and the indefatigable treasurer, S. 
Freeman, of Georgia, pointed 
with pride to the largest paid mem- 
bership in the history of the N A. 
I)., over f>75, of which about 400 
were present. Too much credit can 
not be given to his able, unassum- 
ing assistant, Rev. Mr. Moylan, of 
Maryland, who as the Committee of 
Membership of One worked untiring- 
ly to round up new members for the 
Nation. 
Not a few of the test known per- 
sons were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. The irreconcilable Douglas 
Tilden, of California, did not put in 
an appearance at the convention, 
where all his old friends would have 
teen glad to see him, not only in a 
social way, but also taking a pro- 
minent part in the proceedings. It 
all very 'well for him to discuss 
his radical views in the papers, but 
many of us would have very much 
preferred to see him in the forefront 
of the battle wielding his weaj>ons 
of wit and sarcasm with all the force 
at his command. James L. Smith, 
the quiet but keen-witted debater, 
was sadly missed by his frit 
whose name is legion 

A pleasing feature of the Con- 
vention was the presence of several 
clergymen of the Roman Catholic 
Church, from Michigan, New York 
and other States, who fraternized 
with the delegates in the most in- 
formal way, making themselves 
agreeable especially to the ladies, 
who voted them good company. 
The significance of the attendance 
of such men at the meeting and at 
the banquet was apparently not 
realized by those in charge of the 
convention, and they were deserv- 
ing of more honors than they receiv- 
ed. Aside from broadening the 
meeting from a class gathering, no- 
body outside of the pro: ould 
do more for the combined system 
than these priests of a world-wide 
religion. Just at this time, when 
the N. A. D. is needing powerful j 
friends for the cause of education, 
it was a short-sighted policy to 
ignore these silent, working forces. 
If President Howard and his cabinet 
are wise, they will extend a cordial 
invitation to all Catholic clergymen 
interested in on 'tend 
th< them 
welcome. We can not afford to 
ignore such powerful wielders of 
public opinion. 

For a wonder, little or nothing 
was said or done on the quest: 
oralism. Oralists would have found 
as warm a welcome and would have 
been accorded as much courtesy as 
the combinedists at this convention. 
Helen Keller's letter was received 
with much approval and added much 
if possible to the respect and admira- 
tion with which all the deaf re, 
her.
